Wever, in FY 12-13, the City was able to re-
allocate $24,850.50 from previous projects to makehe reduction from the previous few years
of funding. For FY 13-14, the City will realloca$d4,493.95 from previous projects.

Sandy City is not a direct recipient of HOME furidsm the U.S. Department of Housing and
Urban Development. Sandy City is a participatirgmmber of the Salt Lake County Consortium.
The County of Salt Lake is the administering juasdn of HOME funds for FY13-14.

The 2010 Census did not identify the number of Hessendividuals within Sandy City. Because
the consolidation of services and facilities lodatgthin central Salt Lake City, the homeless
population is deemed to be a county-wide populabmse, and not an individual participating
jurisdiction geographic location base.

e Estimating the size of the homeless populatiorarsiqularly difficult due to the high turnover in
the population, the logistics of locating and canmmhomeless persons, and the seasonality of
the homeless count. Several federal, state aadl dgencies plus advocacy groups have
approached this enumeration problem in a varietyafs. In Utah, the most widely accepted
methodology for counting the homeless is, firstiébermine the number of sheltered homeless
from surveys of direct service providers and tapply an‘unshelteretiratio to derive the total
sheltered and unsheltered homeless populatiore ufibheltered ratio was developede
1995 Utah Homeless Survey by the University of Utah, which showed that 6pescent of
homeless were living in shelters and 33.5 percamewnsheltered.

® Using the sheltered/unsheltered methodology theébrummf homeless in Salt Lake County for
2004 is estimated to be between 1,200 and 1,600lggeapproximately 1,220 sheltered and
358 unsheltered.

These estimates are taken
from theConsolidated Plan for the State of Utah. The Salt Lake Cou@ontinuum of Care
Homeless Assistance and the State Homeless Coordinating Committemnatts the homeless
population at about 1,503 single individuals ardividuals in families.

® Using theConsolidated Plan estimates, the number of homeless in Salt Lake 9dwas grown
from 1,313 individuals in 1998 to 1,558 in 2004 irerease of about 11.8 percent. The relative
stability of the homeless population is generdityitauted to the robust local economy and very
low rates of unemployment. During the decade timaber of homeless single methe largest
segment of the homeless population---increaseclyy/opercent. The most rapidly growing
segment was homeless children. In 1990, there f&8éhomeless children but by 1998 this
number had increased by 57 percent to 241. The ragease in homeless children is reflected
in the increase in the number of homeless famili#se number of homeless families increased
from 81 in 1990 to 120 in 1998, an increase of d&@nt.

The total number of
persons in poverty has increased by 851 individwalsn compared to the 2000 Census

The economic downturn of the past 5 years hasolduigher unemployment rates for the State of
Utah and Sandy City, although lower than the miyjai the United States. There is no
concentration of geographic areas within the comiytinat consist of individuals in poverty. They

HIV/AIDS and Active TB Disease

HIV/AIDS

Since 1983 the number of AIDS cases reported irbtieLake City/County Health District totals
1,615. The number of AIDS deaths over the same pieriod is 804. In 2003, only 18 AIDS cases
and 34 HIV positive cases were reported in Salel@kunty. In the past few years the number of
reported HIV/AIDS cases has declined from the geatiod of 1993-1996. The decline in the
number of AIDS cases and deaths, whiclbasisistent with national trends, is mostly due to
effective therapies that have slowed the prograssidhe disease from HIV positive status to
AIDS.

Julie Herron of the Division of Infectious Diseas¢ghe University of Utah Hospital, Clinic 1A
estimates there are approximately 700 to 800 iddais in Salt Lake County that are HIV
Positive. Clinic 1A is an outpatient clinic thatse manages all of the reported HIV/AIDS cases
in the county. The housing needs of these 700ithdils are served by a single agency the Salt
Lake Community Action Program. Arthur Riley of tB@mmunity Action Program (CAP) is the
housing placement officer dealing, on a daily hasith the housing needs of HIV/AIDS
individuals.

Housing Authorities will not provide vouchers orgtia housing for those with criminal records,
drug abuse or undocumented workers. Therefore, @A& resort to finding rental units in low
rent apartment projects where the landlords askgi@estions. Consequently, many of the
HIV/AIDS individuals either live in rental slum cdiions or choose to live with family or friends,
often moving after a few nights to another friendsise, a practice that has become known as
couch surfing .

A survey, conducted in 1997 for the HIV/AIDS HousiBlan Steering Committee, showed most
individuals with HIV/AIDS prefer either to live at@ or with spouse or partner. Shared housing
with other HIV/AIDS individuals had some appeakiioout one-third of the survey respondents.
For these individuals, communal living would oftee support of others in similar situation.

Survey results also show that only about 30 peroktitose with HIV/AIDS own their homes.
Most individuals with HIV/AIDS are renters. Andost are very low to moderate income
households. Therefore, housing affordability @gaificant issue with this segment of the
HIV/AIDS population.
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The number of reported tuberculosis cases in Sdie lCounty has declined during the 1990s;
dropping from 42 cases in 1990 to 29 cases in 1822 cases in 2004. Since being listed by
the Center for Disease Control (CDC) in 1991 aswthreak area for tuberculosis the county has
made substantial progress in reducing the incidehdé.

Housing Outreach Efforts

Targeted outreach to residents and tenants ofcplibalising, manufactured housing, and other
families assisted by public housing agencies wilcbnducted. Sandy City will provide technical
assistance services either directly or throughreahiith local counseling services.

Needs of Public Housing

Sandy City does not operate a public housing ageA#yublic housing functions are carried out
through several local non-profit agencies, inclgdine Housing Authority for the County of Salt
Lake.

There is an increased need for housing assistatizie Bandy City, specifically additional Section
8 vouchers, and the construction of additional leineome housing choice for families and singles
making between 60-80% of AMI for Salt Lake County.

Sandy City approved a 280 unit affordable houspaytement complex (Coppergate Apartments),
with rents targeted to families and singles wittoimes ranging between 30% to 60% AMI for Salt
Lake County. The project was funded primarily WwilifHC credits and other assistance from the
Olene Walker Homeless Trust Fund. Sandy City ConiyplDevelopment Staff assisted with the
rezoning of the property, and assisting the dewlapobtaining the appropriate approvals through
the Planning Commission and City Council. CityfStas also assisted the developer with issues
relating to easements, relocation of utility linasd the relocation of a ground-mounted billboard.
The last phase of the project was completed irspinimg of 2005.

Sandy City continues to support The Road HomeanTitansitional Housing Program - a quasi-
public housing program where the City assists énglirchasing of single family homes through the
Housing Authority of Salt Lake County, and thenydang funding to the Road Home to place
families within the homes. The purpose of the paogis to provide families with stable living
environments, and provide them training on howdegka home, maintenance, budgeting and other
critical life skills.

Sandy City has also participated with the gréidpbitat for Humanitl/to construct 5 single family
attached dwellings in the Hidden Creek subdivisiocated near the River Oaks Golf Course at
approximately 9500 South 600 West.

With the completion of the light rail system thréu8andy City it has opened up new opportunities
for areas of economic development and affordablesing. Sandy City has recently approved nearly
100 acres near the light rail stations for mixed development as well as other areas that have been
recently master planned for mixed use along thre figil corridor. These proposed mixed use
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developments are implementing important elementaioCitys General Plan and sub-area plans
for these areas. This will provide a variety ofibing choices for a variety of income levels. This
will also provide a wide range of economic oppotties to support the people who will live there,
while creating a sense of place, community, lifd aibrancy. All of these things will contribute t
better quality of life in the neighborhoods.

Anti-Poverty Strategy

The City will target and assist those families averty or near poverty with the homebuyer
assistance program (funded through the HOME progrand the many housing rehabilitation
programs. City staff will coordinate with the aggrnhat will administer the homebuyer assistance
program and other non-profit agencies such as AB& e sure that these housing activities are
pursued and completed.

Many support services are available to the publiough Salt Lake County, including aging
services, senior centers and available progran@mdinic Development - Community Resources,
Human Services Department, Substance Abuse Serviaisy Mental Health and Youth Services
Division. These services can help those who apeverty and assist families to get out of poverty.
These services can also advertise programs thacanomically assist very-low and low-income
households.

Lead-Based Paint Hazards

Buildings and structures that were constructedrpadl978 have a potential to have been painted
with lead-based paint. If these structures werealished or remodeled, it has been determined by
competent medical authority that such actions ceujubse persons to lead-based paint hazards
that can have negative effects upon their he&iémdy City has created a database of known
structures that were constructed prior to 1978, lazdprovided a detailed parcel map of such
properties to agencies that provide housing ratetimin services for Sandy City. The same map is
also used by Building Permitting Staff to determiredditional safeguards are needed for owner-
contractor remodeling or demolition of a residdrgieucture. Removal or stabilization of lead-
based paint is performed by certified contracterper guidelines per safe work practices and
others as established by Federal agencies.

The City will increase the awareness and commuaicamong property owners and residents of
hazards of lead-based paint. This will be accahptl through the use of printed and electronic
media and the City internet web site. Additional information is pided by the County Health
Department, who has prepared a pamphlet explam@atih hazards of lead-based paint, and what
lead poisoning can result from. The City will cone to educate the public in regards to lead-
based paint.

During the program year 2013-14, the City will cdete the following actions concerning lead-
based paint hazards:
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O Continue to review all building permits against enisting database of homes that are
suspected or know to contain lead-based paintreoure mitigation or removal of any lead-
based paint hazards in the identified homes.

O Continue to provide pamphlets and newsletter adith the public on what lead poisoning is,
and what can be done to safely remove lead-basethaaards.

Other Actions

Obstacles to meeting underserved needs

(FY 2013 Action Plan Submission Requirement) (91.22f))

The City will expand their reach to those peopl®whave underserved needs or special populations
within the City. All comments from these speciapplation groups will be accounted for and be
examined to determine what priorities the City vake to increase their status. Funding
allocations, social agency referrals or educatiay be solutions to their problems or issues.

Fostering and Maintaining Affordable Housing

The City will take action during the next year tster and maintain affordable housing. Some of
the priorities may not be involved with affordableusing, but involve overall residential
development that is important to Sandy City.

O Promote to preserve and rehabilitate existing mgusiock through the HOME Investment
Partnership Act, the Olene Walker Trust Fund, t&SFT Emergency Home Repair
Program, and other housing rehabilitation programs.

O Encourage the upkeep, maintenance and rehabifitafiexisting housing in the City. Promote
increased awareness and communication among pyapeners and residents on the
importance of property maintenance for long-termagnag quality.

O Maintain and enhance the quality of existing residé neighborhoods through residential code
enforcement.

O Promote the development of compatible mixed-usgpt®in order to create various
interacting uses, which promote the efficient ustadilities and services. Mixed-uses may
include residential, commercial and office uses @uld compliment any suburban setting,
with pedestrian connections between projects args tmansit.

O Establish target areas for future housing rehabéih and maintenance programs.

Removing Barriers to Affordable Housing

Sandy City will complete the following activities temove barriers to affordable housing:
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O Review development standards within the Gityand Development Code (zoning ordinance)
to include provisions to facilitate affordable hmgswithout diminishing quality. Standards
that are scheduled to be reviewed and amendediegicreasing development density,
building placement requirements, and creation girements that a percentage of units in a
multifamily development be set aside for LMI popidas.

O Encourage the placement of a wide variety of hauipes where applicable. This includes
manufactures homes, condominiums, and multifanalysing developments.

O Permit flexible development standards in planneatidevelopments that encourage housing
development that meets the needs of the commu8iigh standards include clustering of
units, increased density based upon design cri@deother site development standards as
appropriate.

O Continue to promote housing programs that targatieats with income under the 80 percent
of County Median.

O Support and explore the needs of housing advoaaaypg and/or housing affordability boards
that can fill a gap between developers and publkmeies.

Impediments to Fair Housing and Choice and Action$o Overcome Them

**Sandy City is currently working with Salt Lake @oty and other jurisdictions in the area to

determine additional impediments and to developaion plan to address these. It is anticipated
that this plan will be completed in time for the B¥12-2013 CAPER and will be included therein.
This will also address the concerns noted in theuahCommunity Assessment for FY 2009-2010.

Sandy City performed &fnalysis of Impediments to Fair Housing ChdigeJanuary of 1997 and
updated in 2003. In 2005 and 2010 Salt Lake Couptiated the study for all consortium
members. The report reviews and updates the ddtaralysis contained in the previous
Impediments study. The purpose of the assessnmantongather in-depth and up-to-date
information concerning the pressing fair housirsgies in Sandy City and the entire Salt Lake
County. This includes analysis of progress beiagento remove barriers to the development of
housing choices for low income households and thatespecial needs. Previously Sandy City
and Salt Lake County prepared a separate Al. dllewing is a summary of the new report Sandy
City section) that updates the previous Sandy &ity Salt Lake County Analysis of Impediments
Action Plan and combines the two Als.

A. Brief description of Sandy City.

Sandy City, which was incorporated in 1893, is tedan the south/eastern section of Salt Lake
County. Sandy City is the third largest city it $ake County. In 2010, the median household
income was $75,284 with the median house valugyt®287,600 (2007-2011 ACS). Sandy City
has very few large areas of vacant residential lak&lof 2012, there were approximately 500 acres
of vacant residential property in the City. Congagtly, the City has experienced only moderate
levels of construction since 2000, unlike the Heylels of constructions seen between 1980-2000.

B. Indicators of housing for low to moderate incomeseholds.

There were approximately 2,096 units authorizect@nstruction from 2001 and 2009. Of this
total 51% were single family houses. This is falolw the 82% for single family in 2000. The city
had a condo boom from 2000-2009. 653 condos weteazed for construction (31% of the
total). 334 apartments or 16% were authorizeds ighslightly below the 18% in 2000.

Since 2010, the City has issued 275 single fanaityrjits and 26 Multi family permits. However,
the City has recently seen an interest in incredsedity, with nearly 1400 residential units under
review or consideration. The majority of thesesiare multi-family projects and include senior
housing as well as moderate-income housing options.

There are concentrations of low to moderate inchmesing in Sandy City. The principle location
is in the Historic Sandy District. This area isibded by State Street to the west, 700 East to the
east, 8400 South to the north and 9000 South tedhth.

[I. Conclusions

A summary of current zoning ordinances and poliaied their impact on low to moderate income
housing.

A. Does current zoning exclude, encourage or haveimaieffect on low to moderate income
housing?
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A variety of residential zones exist in Sandy. ihinm lot sizes for single family detached
homes range from 4,500 (TND Overlay Zone) squagkttean acre. Much of Sandy Ciy
residential land is zoned to permits lots of 8,8Q0are feet to 10,000 square feet. Sandy City
allows higher density housing through the TND Qaseone, Planned Unit Development
(PUD), Residential Multifamily Zone (RM), Mixed Us®ne (MU) and the Mobile Home

Zone (MH). The density associated with the muttifa zones are based on the plan and
design of the project (Density by Density).

Does current zoning allow for high density develepiof available vacant ground?

Yes. The City has recently rezoned several laegegis, one was zoned for large one acre lots
and the others had commercial zones. These paveeisrezoned to the Mixed Use Zone,
which does not have a density maximum. Sandyl@is/recently approved nearly 100 acres
near light rail stations for mixed use developn@ntvell as in other areas. This will provide a
variety of housing choice for a variety of incoragdls. The PUD Zone also allows for high
density housing. Under the PUD Zone 280 affordapkertment units were completed near
State Street in 2005.

Do building, hook-up and impact fees affect develept of low to moderate income housing?
The development fees Sandy City charges do impgbserhcost to develop land. However,
the fees are typical and do not impose any out@brdinary cost. Hook-up and building fees
typically total around $7,334 per home.

Do building requirements (set-backs, front yardesiard or amenities) for housing impede the
development of low to moderate income households?

Building requirements and dimensions are standaddda not impede low to moderate income

housing in sandy City.

Is cluster dwelling (e.g. Planned Unit Developmeamtgouraged versus single family home
sites?

Sandy City does have a PUD Ordinance. There ismaihimum acreage size requirement (5
acres or more is encouraged). The density is mieted by the City Council. Sandy City also
has a Mixed Use Ordinance that encourages clugtefidwellings. The density is determined
by the design of the project.

Does definition offamily” prevent sharing of housing?

Housing can be shared by related household membBers. unrelated individuals can live in a
single family dwelling unit.

Are group homes (nursing homes, facilities for lisd) permitted throughout the community.

Residential facilities for the elderly and disabted allowed throughout residential zones as a
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permitted use.

|Additional Actions Taken to Address impediments: |

Because of the very wide range of origins fortypes of discrimination complaints filed (i.e.,
apartment rental denial, single family home redalial, comments made by existing tenants,
etc.), it is very difficult if not impossible to aapletely eliminate this type of discrimination.
The City has coordinated via the Police Departrsereral meetings with local landlords of
multiple unit housing to help them screen for felamd have provided training on thesdand
donit’s of screening potential renters.

Most new multifamily housing has been construardhe edge of established single family
neighborhoods. This has generally been at theestaf the developer, as it was felt by them
that fewer individuals would oppose such a develemnn outlying areas of the City and most
cases this is what property is still availabledexrelopment. However, with the completion of
the light rail system through Sandy City it has gz up new opportunities for areas of
affordable housing. Sandy City has recently apptowearly 100 acres near the light rail
stations for mixed use development as well as aheas that have been recently master
planned for mixed use along the light rail corriddiese proposed mixed use developments
are implementing important elements of our Gi@eneral Plan and sub-area plans for these
areas. This will provide a variety of housing desi for a variety of income levels. This will
also provide a wide range of economic opportuniti€se last phase of a 280 affordable
apartment complex was completed in 2005 and a BR@andominium project is currently
under construction.

The City does not have any policies that discrat@ragainst minority populations, and has no
controls over wages earned by minorities througtlo@tCounty.

The City has purchased homes to be used as ToaasiHousing Units for previously
homeless persons/families. During 2001, the Cayg able to purchase a 3-bedroom home for
use by a larger family.

The City continues to support group homes with@é¢ommunity, and recently modified
zoning restrictions to make siting of such homesega

Developing Institutional Structure

The Sandy City Community Development Departmentiaidters the CDBG Program. The City
coordinates its activities with the other partitip@ jurisdictions in the CDBG Program throughout
Salt Lake County to enhance service delivery.

For the HOME Investment Partnership Program, S&igyparticipates as a member of the Salt
Lake County Consortium. Member jurisdictions imguSandy City, West Jordan City, West Valley
City, City of Taylorsville, and the County of Salhke. Salt Lake County is the lead agency and
coordinates annual budget and funding allocationslf member agencies.

A gap in the delivery system is the lack of cooation between nonprofit agencies, banks,
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developers, property owners and the City. Comnatiioioc among these agencies and groups to
improve service delivery and to develop new affbiedousing programs is improving. The City
will try to decrease this gap during the 2013-1ddgpPam Year.

Public Housing Initiatives

The City coordinates public housing improvements iaitiatives with the Housing Authority of the
County of Salt Lake on an annual basis. The HguAuthority currently owns and operates four
units of transitional housing for homeless perseitisin Sandy. The newer unit has been
remodeled to have four bedrooms to accommodaterldagilies from The Road Home, who
provides clients for the Housing Authority for opamcy of the transitional housing units.

The Housing Authority also operates the Sectioro8dthg Program, and administers vouchers for
rent. Due to the higher amount of rent chargedreg apartment complexes, the eligible areas for
vouchers lie within the Historic Square Mile of 8grCity. Under the Section 8 program, tenants
are required to pay 30 percent of their family imeofor rent and HUD Pays the balance of the
contract rent to the owner of the rental unit. fakassistance payments are made directly to
private owners who lease their units to very low Erw income families. The rent is based on the
number of bedrooms and the Fair Market Rent estsddli for the Salt Lake County MSA.

Sandy City is committed to increasing the numbedranisitional housing units throughout the
community, and continually evaluates the housingketafor homes that may become available
within a target range of available funds.

The City will continue to monitor the existing piathousing within the City for compliance with
housing maintenance and appearance standardgorddervation of existing public housing stock
is of continual importance to the City.

Assist“Troubled” Public Housing Agencies

There are no public housing agencies located w&hindy City. The Housing Authority of the
County of Salt Lake provides county-wide housingises. It has not been identified as a
“troubled agency.

Introduction

Sandy City is required by law to have a detailetiz€n Participation Plan, which contains the
City’s policies and procedures for public involvemerthim Consolidated Plan process and the use
of CDBG money. This Citizen Participation Plan s available to the public.

Encouraging Public Participation

The law requires that our Citizen ParticipationnR#ath provides for and encourages public
participation, emphasizing involvement by low anold@rate-income people, especially those
living in low and moderate-income neighborhooddsoAthe U.S. Department of Housing and
Urban Development (HUD) expects Sandy City to takatever actions are appropriate to
encourage participation of minorities, people whbondt speak English, and people with
disabilities.

Copies of this Citizen Participation Plan, as waslsummaries of basic information about CDBG
and the Consolidated Planning process are avaitabte languages of residents who comprise a
significant portion of the low and moderate incopopulation. Currently, Sandy City has
materials in English. Residents needing matenadgher languages are encouraged to contact
City Community Development staff.

Participants in the Plan

Many different groups are instrumental in the emizarticipation plan process and in ensuring
that its objectives are carried out. This sechoefly identifies each group and their role in the
process.

City Councill

As elected representatives of the citizens of S&ityy is the policy making body and the
ultimate authority in the citizen participationwstture. City Council approves the budget for
the federal grant programs (CDBG and any otherigpgi@nt programs for which the City
may make application) and thus is the final autiami all matters regarding the programs at
the local level. All City Council meetings are op® the public except as limited by law.
City Council meets in formal session on every Tagsd

The Community Development Department

This group represents the City Staff that is resgie for planning, implementing and
assessing the federal grant dollars received b€ityefrom the U.S. Department of Housing
and Urban Development (HUD). The role of the ComtyuDevelopment Department is to
advise City Administration and City Council on nea# related to the federal grant programs
and provide technical assistance and informatisumaport to all other components of the
Citizen Participation structure. The Community Blepment Department acts as a solicitor
of citizen input and is responsible for ensuringypiance with the rules and regulations
governing the federal grant programs administeretiehalf of the City.

CDBG Citizens Advisory Committee

The City will utilize a CDBG Citizens Advisory Coniitee to review and analyze programs and
services provided under the federal block grangmms. This committee will review

proposals submitted for funding under the federahggprograms and assist in the development
of plans required by HUD (as applicable). Staff ferward the recommendation of this
committee to the City Council for final approvalhe committee consists of no less than 7 nor
more than 15 members. 2/3's of the committee menare appointed by the City Council, and
1/3 by the Mayor. The committee typically meetin&s during the calendar year, including
public hearings and field trips. All meetings apen to the public. Agendas are posted in City
Hall, and the City Website.

The primary purpose of the programs covered byGhigen Participation Plan is to improve
communities by providing: decent housing, a sugdifsing environment, and growing economic
opportunities, all principally for low and moderabeome people.

Because the amount of federal CDBG money that S@itglyeceives each year is primarily based
upon the severity of both poverty and substandatsing conditions within the community, it is
necessary that public participation genuinely imedbw income residents who experience these
conditions. Genuine involvement by low income deapust take place at all stages of the process,
including:

O Identifying needs
O Prioritizing identified needs and suggesting thees/of programs to meet high-priority
needs.

The policies and procedures in this Citizen Pgréicon Plan relate to several stages of action
mentioned in law or regulation. In general, thetsges or events include:

O Identification of housing and community developmeaéds.

O Preparation of a draft use of funds for the upcgmiear called the proposed Annual Action
Plan or the development of the new five-year Cadatdd Plan.

O Formal approval by the City Council of a final Arahd\ction Plan or new five-year
Consolidated Plan.

B Occassionally during the year, it might be necgssachange the use of budgeted funds in
an Annual Action Plan, or to change the priorigsgablished in the five-year Consolidated
Plan. In that case, a formal Substantial Changer&iment will be published for citizen
input and acted upon by City Council if the necesshange meets the substantial change
definition. After a program year is complete, amAal Performance Report must be
drafted for public reveiw and comment and then setUD.

Items Covered by the Public Notice Requirement

There shall be advanced public notice one a fdgeemjuired document is available, such as the
Proposed Annual Action Plan or five-year ConsoédaPlan, any proposed Substantial Amendment
to the Action Plan or Consolidated Plan, and thauahPerformance Report.

In addition, there shall be advanced public natitall public hearings relating to the funds or
planning process covered by this Citizen ParticpaPlan.

Public Notice
Advance notice will be given with enough lead-tifoethe public to take informed actionl The
amount of lead-time can vary, depending on thetevBpecific amounts of time are given for
different events later in this Citizen Participatilan. The content of notices will give resideants
clear understanding of the event being announced.

B Where applicable by the program being notices, &g atso give notice through letters to

neighborhood organizations, public housing represes, and agencies providing services

to lower income people.

O Notice will be sent to any person or organizatiequesting to be on a mailing list.

As required by law, Sandy City will provide the fialwith reasonable and timely access to
information and records relating to the data orteonof the Consolidated Plan, as well as the
proposed, actual, and past use of funds coveré¢aiditizen Participation Plan.

Also, as required by law, Sandy City will providestpublic with reasonable and timely access to
local meetings relating to the proposed or actsalaf funds.

Public hearings are required by law in order taawbthe publits views and to provide the public
with the Citys responses to public questions and proposals.

Public hearings will be scheduled at all stagethefprocess, including at least a hearing about
community needs, a public hearing to review prodasses of funds, and a public hearing to assess
how funds were spent during the previous prograan.ye

The block grant budget is part of the City budgetes as such, the City will follow its public inpu
schedule for the City budget.

Access to Public Hearings.
Public hearings will be held only after there hasrbadequate notice as described in the Public
Notice part of this Citizen Participation Plan,liuging publication in the legal notice section loét

newspaper no less than 10 days prior to the phbacing.

Public hearings will be held at times and locatioosvenient to and accessible by people who
might benefit the most from the use of funds.

Public Hearings and Populations with Unique Needs.

All public hearings will be held at locations acsibte to people with disabilities, and provision$ w

be made for people with disabilities when requastsmade at least five working days prior to a
hearing. Translators will be provided for peopleowdo not speak English when requests are made
at least seven working days prior to a hearing.

1. Identifying Needs

In order to encourage public involvement, at leas public hearing to determine the specific needs
and priorities identified by low and moderate-in@people, will be held in a location other than
the main City Administration building (city hall).

Public hearings about needs will be completed leedodraft of the Annual Budget is published for
comment, so that the needs identified can be ceresicby the City and addressed in the draft
Annual Action Plan.

2. The Proposed Annual Action Plan (and/or five-ya Consolidated Plan)

The law providing funds covered by this Citizentiegration Plan calls for improved accountability
of jurisdictions to the public. In that spirit amdcompliance with the terms of the law, SandyCit
will use the following procedures:

A. General Information

At the beginning of this stage, Sandy City will picke the public with an estimate of the amount of
CDBG funds it expects to receive in the upcomingryalong with a description of the range of
types of activities that can be funded with thesources. Also, the public will be given an
estimate of the amount of these funds, which willlsed in ways that will benefit low and
moderate-income people.

B. Anti Displacement Policy

The City has adopted an anti-displacement andabtocassistance plan. The City will make every
attempt not to displace individuals or familiessa®sult of projects funded with federal block gran
funds. The City will replace all occupied and vacaccupiable lower income housing demolished
or converted to a use other than lower income hgusiconnection with a project assisted with
funds provided by federal block grant funds.

All replacement housing will be provided within ¢leryears after the commencement of the
demolition or conversion. Before entering int atract committing the City to provide funds for a
project that will directly result in demolition @onversion, Sandy City will make public by
publication in a newspaper of general circulatiod aubmit to HUD the following information in
writing:
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e A description of the proposed assisted project.

e The address, number of bedrooms and location capaahlow income housing that will be
demolished or converted to a use other than loanmechousing as a result of an assisted
project

¢ A time schedule for commencement and completicth@flemolition or conversion.

e To the extent known, the address, number of bedsaod relocation on a map of the
replacement housing that has been or will be peakid

e The source of funding and a time schedule for tlowigion of the replacement housing.

e The basis for concluding that the replacement Imgusill remain low income housing for at
least 10 years from the date of initial occupancy.

¢ Information demonstrating that any proposed reptece of housing units with smaller
dwelling units (e.g., a two bedroom unit replacethwwo one bedroom units), is
appropriate and consistent with the housing need$dorities identified by the City and
included in the Consolidated Plan.

If the specific location of the replacement housamgl other data in items 4 through 7 are not
available at the time of the general submissioa,Ghy will identify the general location of such
housing on a map and complete the disclosure dndission requirements as soon as the specific
data is available. The Community Development Diepant is responsible for tracking the
replacement of lower income housing and ensuriagiths provided within the required time
period.

C. Technical Assistance

City staff will work with organizations that repesg low and moderate income people and who are
interested in submitting a proposal to obtain fagdor an activity. All potential applications for
funding are encouraged to contact City staff fehtaecal assistance before completing a proposal.

D. Availability fo the Proposed Annual Action Plan

The proposed Annual Action Plan will be made abdaldao the public at least 30 days prior to
approval of the final Annual Action Plan by City @il so that citizens will have a reasonable
opportunities to examine it and to submit commertdimited number of copies of the proposed
Annual Action Plan will be made available to thélaupon request and at the locations specified
above in the sectio®ublic Access to Information.

E. Public Hearing and Further Action

In preparing the final Annual Action Plan, carefohsideration will be given to all comments and
views expressed by the public, whether given alsaléestimony at the public hearing or submitted
in writing during the review and comment periodheTinal Annual Action Plan will include all
comments and explain why any comments were nopéede
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3. The“Final” Annual Action Plan and/or five-year Consolidated fan

A limited number of copies of the final Annual Amti Plan and/or five-year Consolidated Plan will
be made available to the public within three wogldatays of request. In addition, copies will be
available at the locations specified above in gatign,Public Accessto Information.

4. Amendments to the Annual Action Plan and/or fie-year Consolidated Plan

The final Annual Action Plan and/or five-year Colidgated Plan will be amended any time there is:
a change in one of the priorities presented onHi® required Priority Table; a change in the use
of money to an activity not mentioned in the fiAahual Action Plan and/or Consolidated Plan; or
a change in the purpose, location, scope or béaradis of an activity.

Any substantial change in the programs must beoaeplrby City Council at a public hearing. It
will then be submitted to HUD for informational parses. The public hearing will be at a time and
place that is conducive for the inclusion of aligmss who would be affected by the change. In
addition, any substantial change will be publisimeal newspaper of general ciculation and citizens
will be given 30 days to comment on the change($)e following changes are considered
substantial amendments:

¢ The proposed amendment requires prior HUD approval;

The proposed amendment involves the transfer afsfr $25,000 or more from one
project to another;

The amount involved in the proposed amendment esc8@% of the total project cost;
The proposed amendment deletes an activity dedadnlttie Consolidated Plan;

The proposed amendment changes the beneficiaraas adtivity by more than 50%; or
The proposed amendment adds an actitivy not destiibthe Consolidated Plan.

Any proposed amendment(s) to the approved Consedd@lan that does not meet the above
definition of a substantial change will be subjecthe following procedures:

e The Community Development Block Grant Program Adstiator may approve changes
involving a cumulative amount of up to $24,999 jper item. A record of the transaction
will be included in the budget file.

e Any change that comes about as a result of a disdstlared by either the Mayor or the
Governor shall be included and notice of changkEbeigiven to the public. However, in
this case, the 30-day comment period is not apfjéica

Public Notice and Public Hearing for Substantial Anendments

There must be reasonable notice of a proposed &ulastAmendment so that citizens will have an
opportunity to review it and comment. Notice Ww# made according to the procedures described
earlier in this Citizen Participation Plan, witketaddition of the following procedures speificéddly
Substantial Amendments:
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e A detailed written description fo the propsoed Saisal Amendment will be made
available to the public within three working dayslee request and copies will be available
at the locations indicated earlier in this Citifarticipation Plan unddtublic Accessto
Informtion.

e The public hearing on the Substantial Amendmerittakle place after the public has had 30
days to review and comment on the proposed SulEtamendment.

e In preparing a final Substantial Amendment, carefuisideration will be given to all
comments and views expressed by the public, wheflien as verbal testimony at the
public hearing or submitted in writing during thesiew and comment period. The final
Substantial Amendment will include all comments awglain why any comments were not
accepted.

Every year, Sandy City must submit to HUD an AnrRafformance Report within 90 days of the
close of the program year. In general, the AnResformance Report must describe how funds
were actually used and the extent to which thesasfuvere used for activities that benefitted low
and moderate-income people.

Public Notice for the Annual Performance Report

There must be reasonable notice that an AnnuabPesthce Report is available so that citizens will
have an opportunity to review it and comment. bwill be made according to the procedures
described earlier in this Citizen ParticipationrRlith the addition of the following procedures
specifically for Annual Performance Reports:

e There will be a 15 day review and comment periodiie Annual Report before it is
submitted to HUD.

e A complete copy of the Annual Performance Repolttb& made available to the public
within three working days of a request and at tdeations indicated earlier in this Citizen
Participation Plan undédtublic Access to Informaiton.

e In preparing an Annual Performance Report for sabion to HUD, careful consideration
will be given to all comments and views expressgthb public. The Annual Performance
Report sent to HUD will include all comments anglax why any comments were not
accepted.

All complaints related to any phase of the programsered under the Consolidated Plan should be
delivered in writing to the Community Developmenb&k Grant Program Administrator in the
Community Development Department for Sandy Cityaluat 10000 Centennial Parkway, Sandy,
Utah 84070. Complaints can also be mailed to @ngesaddress. All complaints will be given
consideration and answered in writing within 15glaf/their receipt by Sandy City.
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This Citizen Participation Plan can be changed afilyr the public has been notified of intent to
modify it, and after the public has been given a89sd from the date of publication, to review and
comment on the proposed substantial changes to it.
